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THE  COMMENCEMENT  OF  1911 

^fTHE  public  exercises  of  the  commencement  season  began  on 
^  Sunday  morning  with  the  annual  class  meeting,  led  by  Pro- 
fessor W.  F.  Swahlen,  and  attended  by  a  large  number  of  students 
and  visitors. 

At  10:30  a.  M.  Meharry  Hall  was  full  to  its  limit.  The  Faculty 
were  seated  on  the  platform,  arrayed  in  their  many  colored  hoods 
and  gowns  significant  of  their  post  collegiate  degrees  of  Master 
and  Doctor,  and  the  particular  field  of  study  and  research  in  which 
those  degrees  were  won. 

The  Senior  Class,  clothed  in  the  uniform  cap  and  gown  of 
academic  bachelors,  were  seated  directly  in  front.  Dean  R.  G. 
McCutchan,  the  new  head  of  the  Music  School,  together  with  a 
chorus  of  his  students,  led  the  congregational  singing.  Miss  Ivy 
Smith,  daughter  of  Rev.  G.  M.  Smith,  D.D.,  pastor  of  our  church 
in  Shelbyville,  Ind.,  sang  one  solo,  and  Dean  McCutchan  sang 
another,  both  of  them  to  the  great  pleasure  of  the  audience.  The 
Rev.  Kirk  Waldo  Robbins,  D.D.,  pastor  of  College  Avenue  Church 
in  Greencastle,  led  in  the  opening  prayer.  President  McConnell 
preached  the  baccalaureate  sermon,  using  as  text,  "We  know  in 
part." 

No  such  brief  report  as  the  limits  of  our  space  would  allow, 
would  do  fair  justice  to  that  sermon.  Its  general  drift  may  be 
indicated,  however,  in  a  few  words: 

"The  words  of  one  of  God's  greatest  men  —  one  of  the  most 
learned  scholars  and  greatest  thinkers  of  his  age— 'but  he  said,  We 
know  in  part.'    Paul  was  too  wise  to  say  more  than  that." 

"There  are  many  things  which  it  is  not  necessary  to  know: 
many  things  are  not  worth  while  to  know:  some  things  it  is  far 
better  never  to  know." 

"There  are  many  things  which  it  is  worth  while  to  know: 
many  things  it  is  highly  important  to  know:    some  things  are  so 
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vitally  necessary  to  be  known  that  they  must  not  be  neglected.  Of 
this  latter,  the  truth  that  God  is  good  and  that  a  man's  own  indi- 
vidual 'Amen'  to  God's  will  for  him  is  not  only  high  duty  but  the 
highest  possible  self-interest.  Tennyson  said.  'I  hope  to  meet  my 
pilot  when  I  have  crossed  the  bar.'  Paul  said,  'I  know  whom  I 
have  believed.  I  have  fought  a  good  fight,  I  have  kept  the  faith, 
I  have  finished  my  course,  henceforth  there  is  laid  up  for  me  a 
crown  of  righteousness  which  the  Lord,  the  righteous  Judge,  will 
give  me.'  " 

THE  UNIVERSITY   SERMON 

The  University  Sermon,  delivered  on  Sunday  night  of  Com- 
mencement Week  by  some  eminent  preacher,  generally  of  the 
Methodist  Church,  and  frequently  by  an  alumnus  of  the  University, 
has  for  many  years  been  considered  an  important  feature  in  the 
program.  This  year  college  people  and  the  public  had  the  pleasure 
of  hearing  a  distinguished  son  of  DePauw  and  an  honored  citizen 
of  a  foreign  country  preach  the  sermon.  Much  interest  had  been 
aroused  and  a  large  congregation  was  present  to  hear  Dr.  Sennosuki 
Ogata,  of  Japan.  He  was  converted  to  Christianity  thirty  years 
ago  in  San  Francisco,  and  soon  after  entered  DePauw  University 
and  graduated  in  the  Class  of  1885.  After  graduation,  he  returned 
to  his  native  country,  and  as  a  minister  and  teacher  has  for  a  quarter 
of  a  century  exerted  a  great  influence  both  in  Church  and  State,  in 
Japan.  Ogata  is  an  earnest  Christian,  a  profound  scholar  and 
speaks  the  English  language  quite  fluently.  His  address  made  a 
marked  impression  on  his  audience.  He  is  a  great  admirer  of  the 
United  States  and  a  warm  friend  to  her  people.  President 
McConnell,  in  introducing  him,  said  that  twenty-six  years  ago  this 
Commencement,  when  a  boy  in  his  'teens,  he  came  with  his  father, 
who  was  pastor  of  a  church  in  Indianapolis,  to  Greencastle  to  attend 
Commencement,  and  remembers  well  seeing  young  Ogata  walk  up 
and  receive  his  diploma  from  the  hands  of  President  Martin,  and 
now,  as  President  of  DePauw,  it  gave  him  great  pleasure  to  welcome 
him  back  to  his  Alma  Mater  and  present  him  as  the  speaker  of 
the  evening. 

Dr.  Ogata  took  as  his  theme,  "The  Chosen  Nation,"  and  based 
his  sermon  on  the  words,  "Blessed  is  the  nation  whose  God  is  the 
Lord,  and  the  people  whom  he  hath  chosen  for  his  inheritance," 
from  Psalm  33.     Dr.  Ogata  believes  that  America  is  God's  chosen 
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nation,  the  child  of  Providence,  and  has  yet  a  great  destiny  to  fulfill. 
It  has  already  done  a  mighty  work  but  still  has  a  grand  future.  He 
said  the  Japanese  owe  to  America  a  debt  of  gratitude  which  they 
never  can  pay,  for  sending  Commander  Perry  to  their  hermit  isles 
in  1853  and  opening  their  isolated  and  darkened  country  to  the  light 
of  civilization  and  the  progress  of  the  world.  Japan  is  the  child  of 
America  and  will  ever  be  loyal.  It  is  folly  to  talk  of  war  between 
Japan  and  the  United  States.  He  spoke  of  the  marvelous  progress 
of  Japan  since  it  saw  the  light  a  half  century  ago,  the  growth  in 
liberal  education  and  the  uplift  in  every  direction.  The  influence  of 
Christianity  upon  his  people  has  been  wonderful  in  bringing  about 
great  reforms  in  every  direction.  He  was  hopeful  of  the  future  of 
his  country.  He  expressed  his  great  delight  in  coming  back  to  his 
Alma  Mater  after  an  absence  of  over  a  quarter  of  a  century,  and 
was  thankful  for  the  kindly  greetings  he  had  received,  and  pleased 
to  notice  the  evidence  of  prosperity  and  progress  in  old  DePauw. 

MONDAY'S  PROGRAM 

At  the  Senior  chapel  exercises  this  morning  President  Mc- 
Connell's  address  to  the  Seniors  on  behalf  of  the  Faculty  was  full 
of  bristling  points,  valuable  and  timely  admonitions  and  not  wanting 
in  pure  fun. 

He  spoke  first  of  Individuality,  second  of  Originality,  and  third 
he  admonished  the  graduates  not  to  think  that  the  world  is  resting 
on  their  shoulders.  This  is  too  heavy  a  load  to  carry.  He  advocated 
co-education  with  emphasis,  and  said  it  had  the  tendency  to  dispel 
the  ideals  the  sexes  may  have  formed  of  each  other.  The  young 
man  whom  the  young  lady  met  at  10 130  p.  m.  in  dress  suit  was  a 
very  different  person  when  met  at  10 130  a.  m.  in  the  recitation  room. 
His  immaculate  white  shirt  front  was  gone,  dress  suit  no  more,  and 
in  a  careless,  and  perhaps  slouchy  garb,  he  flunked  in  his  recitation. 
What  a  fall  was  that,  my  countrymen? 

With  such  illustrations  as  this  he  showed  that  co-education 
was  a  great  means  of  correcting  false  impressions,  and  hence  val- 
uable to  both  young  men  and  to  young  women. 

The  Class  Day  exercises  followed  immediately  after  Mr.  Hart- 
sock's  response  to  Dr.  McConnell's  address. 

Miss  Mallie  Elder  gave  the  class  history,  tracing  the  life  of 
191 1   from  her  entry  as  a  tribe  of  green  Freshmen  to  the  final 
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achievements  of  this  day.    The  class  poem  by  Miss  Geraldine  Smith 

a  very  pretty  piece  of  art  and  was  very  creditably  delivered. 
.Miss  Bernice  Church  followed  with  two  very  pretty  songs,"  If  1 
Only  Knew''  and  an  Irish  love  song. 

The  class  will  was  given  by  Claudia  Armstrong,  followed  by 
the  class  prophecy,  read  by  Miss  Glennis  Life.  Both  of  these 
numbers  were  very  good  and  did  credit  to  the  class. 

Miss  Imogene  McLean  rendered  a  very  delightful  piano  solo, 
followed  by  Buren  C.  Mitchell  with  the  class  oration.  Mitchell 
appeared  in  his  usual  style  and  won  the  whole  house  with  his  elo- 
quence. The  theme  of  the  speech  was  Mental  Ability,  Personality 
and  Determination. 

The  presentation  of  five  hundred  dollars  as  the  class  gift  toward 
the  endowment  fund  of  the  University  was  made  by  John  T.  Clark, 
President  of  the  outgoing  class. 

As  the  closing  of  the  exercises  the  Seniors  marched  to  the 
platform  and,  standing,  sang  the  class  song.  As  is  the  custom,  the 
Class  of  1912  took  the  seats  left  vacant  by  the  students  in  caps  and 
gowns,  thus  assuring  the  college  of  another  graduating  membership. 

SENIOR  RECEPTION 

The  Towers,  the  spacious  home  of  President  and  Mrs.  Mc- 
Connell,  was  thrown  open  Monday  evening  for  a  reception  given 
by  President  and  Mrs.  McConnell  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the   University   to  the   Senior  Class   and   Commencement  visitors. 

The  lawn  was  lighted  with  Japanese  lanterns.  The  several 
rooms  were  beautifully  decorated  with  yellow  and  white  daisies, 
green  and  white  tulle,  and  for  the  decoration  of  the  center  piece 
of  the  table  a  large  bouquet  of  white  roses  and  white  carnations 
was  used.  Hanging  baskets  also  were  used  between  the  double 
doors  in  the  parlors  and  dining  room.

Music  was  furnished  during  the  evening  by  an  orchestra. 

Refreshments  of  ice  cream  and  cake  were  served.  Sweet  peas 
were  given  as  favors. 

MONDAY  EVENING  CONCERT 

The  Commencement  Concert,  given  at  Locust  Street  Methodist 
Church  on  Monday  evening,  was  a  pleasing  variation  in  the  series 
of  Commencement  Week  events.  The  use  of  the  church  made  pos- 
sible the  utilizing  of  its  excellent  pipe  organ,  and  the  range  of  the 
character  of  the  musical  numbers  of  the  entertainment  was  thereby 
much  extended.  It  was  a  popular  form  of  entertainment  for  the 
Commencement  visitors  and  town  people,  and  at  the  same  time  it 
was  a  splendid  evidence  of  the  character  of  work  that  can  be  pro- 
duced by  the  Faculty  and  students  of  the  School  of  Music.  The 
audience,  which  occupied  all  of  the  seats  of  the  large  auditorium, 
was  liberal  with  its  applause,  and  several  times  wished  encore 
numbers  given,  but  none  was  granted  by  the  performers. 

The  program  was  a  well-balanced  selection  of  voice,  piano, 
pipe  organ,  and  string  quartet  numbers,  Dean  McCutchan'  con- 
tributing the  voice  numbers  with  Miss  Owens  singing  the  soprano 
score  of  the  duet  from  "The  Rose  Maiden,"  the  number  being  the 
beautiful  "The  Rose  of  Love."  Miss  Aldah  McCoy  and  Mr.  Norris, 
of  the  Faculty,  gave  the  piano  and  pipe  organ  numbers,  respectively, 
Mr.  Norris  having  piano  assistance  by  Mr.  Rhea  on  one  number. 
Misses  Hickey  and  Roper,  Messrs.  Pelham  and  Clark  formed  the 
string  quartet  that  appeared  for  two  numbers. 

TUESDAY'S  PROGRAM 

The  Tuesday  of  Commencement  Week  is  always  given  over  to 
the  entertainment  and  pleasure  of  the  Alumni. 

The  chapel  exercise  in  Meharry  Hall  at  8 :3c  a.  m.,  conducted 
by  some  visiting  alumnus,  is  followed  by  an  hour  or  more  of  mis- 
cellaneous wit,  wisdom  and  fun,  as  the  roll  of  the  classes  is  called. 

This  year  Dr.  McConnell,  as  master  of  ceremonies,  was  at  his 
best,  and  the  interest  ran  high.  When  the  Class  of  1845  was  called, 
Dr.  William  R.  Genung,  of  Ft.  Branch,  Ind.,  arose  in  response. 
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Dr.  McConnell  announced  that  another  member  of  the  class,  Mr. 
Thomas  E.  Talbott,  of  Greencastle,  was  in  a  carriage  in  the  campus, 
but  too  feeble  to  be  brought  upstairs.  He  then  said  further,  that 
in  1845  the  College  was  too  poor  to  afford  parchment  diplomas, 
and  that  consequently  the  members  of  that  class  had  received 
instead  a  simple  statement  of  the  fact  of  their  graduation  written 
by  the  hand  of  President  Simpson.  This  fact  having  become  known 
to  the  present  administration  during  the  past  year,  diplomas  had 
been  made  out  for  the  three  survivors  of  the  class,  Dr.  William  H. 
Larrabee,  of  Plainfield,  N.  J.,  Dr.  Genung  and  Mr.  Talbott.  Dr. 
Genung's  diploma  was  handed  to  him  then  and  the  diploma  for  Mr. 
Talbott  was  handed  to  him  by  President  McConnell  at  the  close  of 
this  chapel  exercise.  Dr.  E.  E.  Edwards  answered  the  call  for 
Class  of  1853.  Revs.  Noah  Lathrop  and  Hiram  Lipe,  both  of  Iowa, 
responded  to  the  call  of  1854.  The  latter  had  not  visited  the  College 
since  his  graduation.  They  were  called  to  the  platform  and  each 
made  a  pleasing  and  witty  speech.  Prof.  O.  H.  Smith,  of  Green- 
castle, answered  for  '56.  When  '59  was  called  Dr.  McConnell 
announced  that  a  duplicate  diploma  had  been  prepared  and  would 
be  sent  to  H.  S.  Albin,  of  Chicago,  to  replace  the  original,  burned 
in  the  great  fire  in  that  city.  Prof.  Jason  L.  Rippetoe  responded  for 
'63,  S.  B.  Town  for  '66,  the  Hon.  John  Obermyer,  of  North  Vernon, 
End.,  for  '67,  Hon.  J.  R.  Miller,  Mayor  of  Greencastle,  for  '68,  and 
Dr.  H.  A.  Gobin  for  '70.  When  the  Class  of  1871  was  called,  Dr. 
McConnell  announced  that  during  the  past  year  a  distinguished 
member  of  that  class,  the  Rev.  W.  R.  Halstead,  D.D.,  and  his  wife, 
Mrs;  Ella  Briggs  Halstead,  had  given  to  the  University  a  deed  for 
real  estate  which  is  conservatively  valued  at  $40,000  or  more.  Hon. 
Silas  A.  Hays  answered  the  call  to  '72  and  Colonel  L.  A.  Barnett 
that  to  1873.  When  '74  was  called,  Mr.  L.  D.  McClain,  of  Charles- 
ton, S.  C,  responded  most  happily  and  closed  with  one  verse  of  an 
old  song  reminiscent  of  the  anti-coed  sentiment  in  the  College  in 
his  day.  Dr.  T.  J.  Bassett  answered  for  the  Class  of  '75,  the  Hon. 
X .  Paris,  of  Washington,  D.  C,  for  'jj,  Dr.  J.  H  Taylor 
for  '78,  Miss  Martha  Ridpath  for  '79,  Dr.  Andrew  Stephenson  for 
'82,  Dr.  Sennosuki  Ogata  for  '85,  and  United  States  District  Attor- 
ney Charles  A.  Houts,  of  St.  Louis,  for  '91.  As  the  later  classes 
were  called  the  members  answered  in  larger  and  larger  numbers, 
but  only  rising  from  their  seats  and  standing  in  silence,  the  time 
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for  this  exercise  having  expired.  Other  visiting  alumni  recognized 
in  the  Hall  or  on  the  campus  later,  as  the  writer's  notes  of  the  day 
recall:  Rev.  W.  F.  Walker,  D.D.,  of  the  Class  of  1868;  Dr.  H.  W.

of  the   fact  that  this  year  we  are  making  demands  of  the  college 

hich   we   have  never  made  before.     Last  year  we  ceased 
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to  give  nine  hours'  credit  for  gymnasium  work  and  now  give  only 
two  hours'  credit  for  that  work,  thus  making  necessary  seven  hours 
more  of  college  work  for  the  degree  of  A.B. 

"The  order  throughtout  the  student  body  has  been  excellent. 
All  the  cases  of  serious  discipline  can  be  counted  on  the  fingers  of 
one  hand  and  the  general  temper  of  the  student  body  has  been 
wholesome.    The  year  has  been  passed  in  steady  work. 

"At  the  first  of  the  year  complaint  came  from  the  students  that 
they  were  overworked.  This  came  from  the  change  of  plan  from 
term  to  semester  and  consequent  re-adjustment  all  along  the  line, 
and  from  the  fact  that  the  social  affairs  were  crowded  into  the 
second  semester.  This  is  not  as  it  should  be.  If  the  students  were 
overworked  in  the  first  semester,  it  would  be  fair  to  say  that  they 
were  underworked  in  the  second  semester  on  account  of  the  number 
of  social  events  in  that  semester.  Yet  the  handling  of  social  matters 
shows  some  improvement  over  the  preceding  year,  and  the  spirit  of 
earnestness  in  the  school  is  quite  marked.  The  average  student  has 
worked  hard,  in  some  departments,  I  am  persuaded  that  the  average 
student  has  worked  too  hard. 

"Some  professors  exact  a  great  deal  of  students  in  the  way  of 
collateral  reading,  more  than  the  student  has  time  to  accomplish. 
One  difficulty  at  DePauw  is  that  tradition  has  given  each  professor 
supreme  power  in  his  own  department,  and  in  some  cases  it  appears 
that  he  has  acted,  no  doubt  unintentionally,  without  regard  for  the 
rights  of  other  departments.  It  is  a  very  serious  question  as  to  how 
far  the  President  is  entitled  to  go  in  dealing  with  cases  where  pro- 
fessors are  exacting  too  much,  but  the  situation  at  DePauw  calls 
for  stronger  dealing  in  such  cases  than  has  been  thought  permissible 
in  the  past.  This  is  not  entered  in  a  spirit  of  complaint.  The  situa- 
tion is  a  growth  rather  than  the  outcome  of  any  one's  intention. 

"Professor  Post,  as  you  know,  was  away  on  leave  during  all 
of  the  first  semester.  Meantime  I  took  care  of  his  work  as  Dean 
of  Scholarship  and  Miss  Shearer  handled  satisfactorily  the  work  of 
instruction  in  Latin.  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  the  renewed  vigor 
and  strength  Dr.  Post  has  put  into  his  work  during  the  second 
semester  abundantly  justifies  the  vacation  you  granted  him. 

"Beginning  with  January  1,  191 1,  Mr.  Robert  Guy  McCutchan 
has  been  in  full  charge  of  the  Music  School  as  Dean.  His  report 
to  you  I  now  place  in  the  hands  of  your  Secretary. 
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"The  Greencastle  Academy  is  prospering  finely  under  the  able 
leadership  of  Mr.  Wilson. 

"All  of  our  new  instructors  are  showing  themselves  to  be  thor- 
oughly efficient  in  their  work. 

"For  two  years  I  have  been  honored  with  position  on  the 
Board  of  Preachers  of  Harvard  University.  This  has  necessitated 
my  being  absent  in  Cambridge  two  weeks  in  each  half-year.  During 
these  two  weeks  I  have  had  entire  charge  of  all  religious  exercises 
supported  by  Harvard  University.  I  have  felt  that  I  was  justified 
in  taking  this  time  away  from  Greencastle  because  of  the  oppor- 
tunity furnished  me  to  study  at  first  hand  the  educational  situation 
in  one  of  the  greatest  institutions  in  the  world.  It  will  be  remem- 
bered that  I  came  to  the  Presidency  of  DePauw  immediately  from 
the  pastorate  without  any  opportunity  of  late  years  to  familiarize 
myself  with  educational  matters.  The  time  spent  at  Harvard  has 
given  me  the  finest  opportunity  to  supplement  this  lack. 

"At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  last  December  a  proposition  was 
raised  before  you  by  Mr.  Marvin  Campbell,  looking  to  the  raising 
of  the  fees  at  DePauw.  I  recommend  that  you  vote  that,  beginning 
with  September,  1912,  the  fees  of  the  University  be  raised  to  a  total 
not  exceeding  $60  per  year.  As  you  are  aware,  this  coming  year  is 
the  last  in  which  we  have  the  benefit  of  the  Campbell  Fund.  I 
think  that  the  increase  to  sixty  dollars  will  cover  the  loss  from  the 
lack  of  that  fund,  but  that  the  increase  to  any  larger  sum  than  sixty 
dollars  would  be  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the  University." 

(Action  on  this  recommendation  was  deferred  so  that  there 
will  be  no  increase  in  the  fees  next  year. — Editor.) 

"I  have  no  suggestion  at  the  present  time  concerning  the  in- 
rrori<e  of  efficiency  in  educational  forces  except  to  re-affirm  my  belief 
that  we  are  doing  absolutely  the  best  we  can  with  the  present  income 
of  the  institution.  Any  further  suggestion  will  be  out  of  place  until 
we  have  made  a  success  of  our  endowment  campaign  now  in 
progress. 

"I  would  like  to  say,  however,  that  Prof.  Henry  B.  Longden 
this  year  completes  his  thirtieth  year  of  consecutive  teaching  at 
DePauw.  I  recommend  that  Professor  Longden  be  given  leave  of 
absence  for  the  next  year  on  half  pay.  I  do  this  for  two  reasons: 
Professor  Longden  personally  deserves  this  recognition,  and,  second, 
I  think  it  advisable  to  adopt,  at  least  in  a  modified  form,  something 
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approaching  the  sabbatical  system  of  absences  for  professors  who 
work  as  heads  of  departments." 

(Recommendation  with  regard  to  Professor  Longden  was 
heartily  approved  by  the  Board. — Editor.) 

"As  you  will  observe  from  Dr.  Town's  report,  the  year  has 
been  very  successful  financially.  We  do  not  close  with  a  large 
balance  in  the  bank,  but  we  close  with  a  balance.  In  view  of  the 
extraordinary  expenditures  of  the  year,  we  feel  that  this  is  a  great 
triumph.  Within  the  last  six  years,  while  the  expense  account  has 
risen  from  $52,252.65  to  $79,236.16  per  year,  there  has  not  been  a 
deficit  in  the  treasury  at  the  end  of  the  year  on  that  account. 

"I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  campaign  for  doubling  our 
endowment  is  going  on  solidly  and  surely.  The  total  subscription 
to  date  is  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars.  When  you 
remember  that  on  the  first  day  of  last  October  we  had  not  begun 
to  take  subscriptions,  you  must  see  how  faithful  and  successful  has 
been  the  work  of  Dr.  Wade  and  his  associates,  Brothers  Myers, 
Powell,  Hoagland,  Smith,  and  Gaither.  We  must  not  forget,  how- 
ever, that  we  have  left  but  six  months  in  which  to  secure  the 
remainder  of  $150,000,  and  that  to  secure  so  large  a  sum  as  that 
after  what  has  already  been  done  will  require  the  most  heroic 
exertion  on  the  part  of  every  one  connected  with  the  University." 

(At  this  date,  August  12,  the  subscription  has  risen  to

NON-GRADUATE  STUDENTS 

In  the  course  of  the  years  past  a  great  number  of  students  have 
matriculated  and  continued  in  the  University  for  one  or  more  years, 
who  then  dropped  out  and  hence  were  never  graduated. 

Some  of  them  went  elsewhere,  but  the  large  majority  of  them 
closed  their  college  days  with  us.  Among  these  non-graduates  we 
have  often  found  as  loyal  a  friend  of  the  institution  as  could  be 
found  upon  the  roll  of  alumni.  And  many  of  them  have  wrought 
well  and  achieved  distinction  in  their  life  work.  In  times  past  we 
have  often  wished  that  we  might  send  an  occasional  word  of  greet- 
ing to  each  of  them  just  as  we  do  to  every  alumnus  whose  post 
office  address  we  know.  But  there  was  the  point  of  defeat.  We 
do  not  know  the  present  address  of  many  of  that  class,  and  we  do 
not  know  how  to  get  it.  A  few  months  ago  we  employed  a  special 
clerk  to  go  through  all  of  the  catalogues  back  to  i860,  to  list  for  us 
as  best  he  could  all  non-graduates,  and  after  a  large  amount  of 
labor  in  the  office  we  thought  we  had  a  probable  address  of  938 
men,  to  each  of  whom  we  wrote  for  information  concerning  himself. 
One  hundred  and  sixty-eight  of  the  letters  were  returned  by  the 
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post  office  "unclaimed."  We  infer  that  770  of  our  letters  were 
properly  addressed  and  reached  their  destination,  but  we  have 
received  only  285  replies. 

If  any  reader  of  this  Bulletin  was  ever  himself  or  herself  a' 
student  in  Old  Asbury  or  DePauw,  but  did  not  graduate,  or  if  the 
reader  knows  the  present  location  and  business  of  another  of  that 
description,  it  will  be  a  favor  to  the  University,  and  we  hope  it  will 
bring  a  return  of  pleasure  to  himself  or  to  that  friend,  if  that  reader 
will  write  the  editor  of  DePauw  Bulletin  at  once  and  give  him  the 
desired  information  about  himself  or  about  that  other.  If  we  are 
able  to  gather  sufficient  data  to  make  it  of  general  interest,  we  will 
devote  the  next  issue  of  the  Bulletin  in  November  to  a  report  on 
"The  Out-of-College  Doings  and  Present  Location  of  the  Non- 
Graduate  Students  of  DePauw  University/'

Mrs.  Belle  A.  Mansfield,  Dean  of  the  Art  School,  died  at  the 
home  of  her  brother,  Judge  Babb,  in  Aurora,  111.,  August  1st. 

She  had  been  in  failing  health  for  a  long  time,  and  her  friends 
have  known  for  a  year  past  that  she  was  likely  to  pass  away  sud- 
denly at  any  time. 

She  was  a  woman  of  commanding  presence,  strong  mind,  great 
heart,  genial  disposition,  and  very  exceptional  executive  ability. 
She  will  be  greatly  missed  in  the  College,  in  the  church,  and  in  the 
city  of  Greencastle  at  large. 

REMARKS  OF  DR.   H.   A.   GOBIN  AT  THE  FUNERAL  OF  MRS.    MANSFIELD, 
AURORA,    ILLINOIS,   AUGUST   3,    ICjII 

"I  am  thankful  that  Miss  Smith  and  I  arrived  in  time  to  rep- 
resent DePauw  University  in  connection  with  the  funeral  of  Mrs. 
Mansfield.  I  wish  that  time  permitted  for  Miss  Bessie  Smith,  a 
long  time  her  intimate  friend  and  co-worker,  to  say  what  she  could 
so  well  say  in  her  appreciation  of  her  beloved  colleague  and  friend. 
I  must  not  detain  you,  for  I  know  that  you  must  soon  take  the  train 
for  the  interment  at  the  old  home  in  Mount  Pleasant. 
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uMrs.  Mansfield  became  identified  with  DePainv  University 
in  1879,  when  her  husband,  the  late  Dr.  Mansfield,  became  Professor 
of  Biology.  She  at  once  entered  with  him  into  the  life  and  activities 
of  the  institution.  She  not  only  encouraged  and  assisted  her  hus- 
band, but  also  became  a  leader  in  the  social  and  religious  affairs  of 
the  Faculty  and  the  students.  She  was  at  once  recognized  as  a 
leader  of  superior  culture  in  every  respect.  She  enjoyed  a  bright 
and  active  intellect  in  all  varieties  of  study.  She  was  self  possessed 
and  fluent  in  expression.  Her  services  were  sought  after  not  only 
in  meetings  of  college  people  and  the  church  and  the  citizens  of 
Greencastle,  but  also  in  neighboring  cities.  Her  genuine  and  devout 
religious  spirit  made  her  of  great  value  in  all  the  Christian  move- 
ments in  the  community.  She  held  with  much  credit  and  efficiency 
several  important  positions  in  the  church  where  she  was  a  member. 
She  was  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School,  a  Steward  of  the 
Official  Board,  and  a  teacher  of  a  large  class  of  students,  both  young 
men  and  women.  At  one  time  she  served  as  Professor  of  ^Esthetics, 
for  many  years  she  was  preceptress  of  Woman's  Hall,  and  during 
another  period  she  was  Registrar  of  the  University.  Her  most  dis- 
tinguished service  was  in  the  double  capacity  of  Dean  of  the  School 
of  Music  and  the  School  of  Art.  In  this  position  she  exhibited  a 
high  order  of  business  management.  Both  of  these  schools  grew 
in  attendance  and  efficiency  under  her  administration. 

"I  assure  you  that  as  a  college  community  we  feel  our  bereave- 
ment deeply.  A  cloud  of  sadness  will  come  over  many  a  home  in 
our  land  when  the  tidings  come  that  this  gifted  teacher  will  be  met 
no  more  in  the  greetings  of  college  reunions  and  associations.  Her 
life  has  been  a  blessing  beyond  all  price  to  many  other  lives.  All 
of  her  characteristics  were  such  that  she  will  be  a  very  happy  saint 
in  the  immortal  life.  This  should  be  to  us  all,  and  especially  her 
dear  kindred,  a  very  special  consolation.  Her  nature  and  her  task 
have  given  her  a  meetness  for  the  inheritance  of  the  saints  in  life. 
Her  memory  will  be  present  forever  with  all  who  ever  knew  her. 

"We  pray  that  the  divine  blessing  may  be  with  you  on  your 
sad  journey,  that  nothing  will  occur  to  increase  your  grief,  but 
rather  may  the  Divine  Spirit,  the  Holy  Comforter,  bring  such 
thoughts  to  your  minds  of  the  reality  of  her  presence  in  the  superior 
life  that  you  will  have  a  comfort  divine  and  abiding." 
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While  the  shock  occasioned  by  news  of  Mrs.  Mansfield's  death 
had  yet  abated  but  little,  word  came  that  Miss  Margaret  Overbeck, 
Instructor  in  the  Art  School,  had  died  on  Sunday,  August  13th, 
after  an  illness  of  but  a  few  days. 

Her  friend,  Mrs.  Gobin,  at  the  editor's  request,  has  wmten  the 
brief  tribute  below: 

MISS   MARGARET   OVERBECK 

"In  1899  there  came  into  the  Art  School  life  of  DePauw  Uni- 
versity a  beautiful  woman,  an  incomparable  artist,  and  a  most  skill- 
ful teacher.  Endowed  with  a  sweetness  of  expression  in  feature, 
her  close  application  to  a  study  of  the  beautiful  enhanced  her  per- 
sonality.

Her  pupils  here  and  elsewhere  will  long  for 
the  touch  of  a  vanished  hand,'  for  so  skillfully  she  taught,  and  with 
rare  judgment  so  directed  the  work,  that  study  became  a  joy,  and  to 
be  with  her  was  to  desire  to  live  well.  We  shall  miss  her  sadly 
and  always.
